Inflation. puts 
a stop to 
shrimp exports 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — Inflation has put a stop, 
at least temporarily, to one of the 
country’s smaller but valuable ex- 
ports — deep frozen shrimp. 

The Jerusdlem Post learned yes- 
terday that the fishermen, who have 
an open order from Italy for the 
suspended deliveries a 
couple of months ago, because they 
can get more in the loca! market. 
So far, some aix tons which were 
to have been exported have been 
sold locally. 

The Ttalian importer pays $4.5 
per kg. for the cleaned frozen, 
shrimps, which together with the 
1.506 per dollar government export 
incentive, amounts to IL27 per kg. 

However, nowadays fishermen can 
get as much as IL28 per kg. for 
the shrimps from local fishmongers, 
who in turn sell the shrimps to 
anyone willing to pay up to 1140 
per kg. So far the country hes 
lost some $30,000 in foreign cur- 
rency from the suspension of the 
export. 

Yesterday the Fishermen's Union 
secretary Dov Schmiede told The 
Post that he expected the exports 
to be resumed shortly, in time for 
the Christmas market. The fisher- 
men are gambling that inflation 
abroad will raise prices there too, 
and that a possible devaluation here 
will make the exports viable again.

Defence Minister Shimon Peres 
said yesterday that traffic accidents 
in the army increased during May- 
August of this year, by 35.7 per 
cent over the same pericd last 
year.

ATHENS (Reuter). — Former Pre- 
ident George Papadopoulos. charged 
with high treason in connection with 
the 1967 coup which established 
geven years of military rule in 
Greece, sald yesterday that no re- 
gime is perfect. 

In a memorandum to the Athens 
Court of Appeals, the former colo- 
nel who masterminded the coup and 
abolished parliamentary rule and 
the monarchy, said “the people and 
the army have the right to stage 
revolutions when it becomes neces- 
sary to change the established order, 
and there is no other road open to 
them.” 

He alleged the situation in Greece 
prior to his coup was chaotic. “The 
Greek people were In agony, Groups 
of anarchists were preparing to 
overthrow the government and some 
organizations had created a state 
within a state.” 

Mr. Papadopoulos admitted his 
government remained in power Jon- 
ger than necessary and sald errors 
may have been committed. “But 
no government 15 faultless,” he said. 

He claimed the lack of resistance 
during the takeover was 8. sign of 
tacit approval of the coup by the 
Greek people. He also claimed a re- 
ferendum, which approved by an 
overwhelming majority 2 constitu- 
tion in 1968, was an additional proof 
of approval of his regime by the 
people. 

Finally Mr. Papadopoulos alleged 
that an amnesty granted by the 
civilian government formed after 
the relinquished power last 
July, covered the actuallties of his 
junta.

Lastly, there is an obvious need 
for better coordination of our poli- 
cies concerning fuel and energy, 
and the big transport, storage and 
trading projects indirectly linked 
with it, One may doubt whether 
many people are aware of the 
magnitude of these projects, the size 
of the investments involved, and the 
risks We are running by operating 
them. Well over $200m. have been 
invested in the Ellat-Ashdod pipe- 
Hine, its ancillary installations and 
tank farme, and in the tanker fleet 
of about 2m. dwt charging and dis- 
charging it. It is true that the 
pipeline has achieved its major 
purpose, that it strengthened Is- 
rael’s position in the world oil 
market, and earned good profits. 

However, one has also to bear 
in mind that the pipeline’s compe-

Ort school principal is proving

‘I KNOW A lot of Russian immi- 
grants who are leaving. If I could 
get to tatk to Pinhas Sapir, I would 
tell Kim that the Jewish Agency 
and the Minjstry of Absorption 
should take a lesson from Ort. You 
don't have to invest a lot of money 
to absorb immigrants. What you 
do have to invest is heart and soul 
— to give people a chance and to 
accept them. They will ‘return what- 
ever you invest In them if they are 
given the opportunity -to contribute 
their knowledge and. skills to the 
country." . 

Dr. Berman, who arrived here 
from Russia three years ago, is now 
principat of Ort's-two vocational 
high schools in Lod — a girls! 
school teaching fashion, home. eco= 
nomics and clerical work—and a boys' 
school where pupils learn electronics 
and mechanics. The “good luck," 
it turns out, was mutual since Ort 
has gained a dynamic, energetic, re- 
sourceful principal. 

“€ tightened the discipline in the 
school because I think discipline is 
something we lack in Israel. There 
was some grumbling about it being 
Communist discipline but I don't 
think it is. I simply expect the pu- 
pils to come to school every day, 
and on time, and to do their work. 
Even the pupils themselves have be- 
gun to realize that this is in their 
own best interests. In fact in one 
class — and it is not one of our 
better classes—the girls told their 
teacher that they don’t mind my 
strictness because they know 1 care 
about them.” 


BOOK-KEEPING 

Dora Berman worked as a me- 
chanical engineer for 20 years in 
the Soviet Union. But shortly after 
her arrival in Israel, the employ- 
ment representative at the Absorp- 
tion Centre told her she would have 
to learn a trade — preferably book- 
ikeeping. "1 told him I had a trade 
and he laughed in my face and aald 
mechanical engineering is no job for 
ἃ Woman.,. I don't know what would 
have happened to me here if I 
hadn't met Mr. Harmatz of Ort. It 
was a fantastic stroke of good 
luck." 

One of Mrs. Berman's chief in- 
terests is to bring more girls into 
the “boys" school, into electronics 
end possibly even mechanics, One 
girl is about to graduate in electro- 
nics (she began her studies before 
Mrs. Berman came) and a few 
others are studying in the depart- 
ment. But Mrs. Berman is not sa- 
tisfied with the smsit numbers. “The 
problem is that even in first grade 
girls are directed away from things 
like maths. By the time they get 
to high school, they ar2 on a much 
lower level than the boys in science 
and mathematics — not because 
they are less intelligent or capable 
but simply because elementary 
school teachers δ᾿ μὰς αρτϑτὶ old-fa~ 
shioned: ideas’ ain artes ng 
‘boys’ , Sut nie started speci 
Cd ee ne gine τὸ ἀν 
where they can go into a field like 
electronics.”

Cancelling contract was not justified 


The Supreme Court, by majority 
décision, allowed an appeal against 
a decision of the Tel Aviv District 
Court delivered on February 4, 1974 
(in Motion 7027/73).

cover the respondents’ share of the

Berman's school was near-by, he 
hesitated to call on her, knowing 
she had her hands full running the 
school with the male teachers and 
Instructors in the army. Finally 
when he saw he bad no choice, he 
called her and she rose to 'the chal- 
lenge with her usual efficiency and 
enthusiasm. 

The very same day, her home 
economics department began sending 
esoks to the hospital kitchen and 
boys went to work in the hospital 
laundry. Other puplis worked in fac- 
tories, at the airport and wherever 
else they were needed. Meanwhile, 
Mrs. Berman inalsted that studies 
continue. “In our workshop, we had 
work to do for the army Industries. 
Since the teachers were in the army, 
I worked with the students and ὦ 
did the parts of the work which 
were too advanced and exacting for 
them. I think that helped convince 
some of the girls that they can 
learn technical trades.” 

During and after the war, the 
home economics department prepar- 
ed, and personally presented, food- 
stuffs (from cakes to felefel) to 
wounded soldiers at Tel Hashomer 
Hospital. 

I asked Mrs. Berman if she had 
considered leaving Israel when she 
had been advised to become a book- 
keeper. “No. First of all, I had 
been fighting to come here since 
1952, I knew that the only place 
for me was Israel.
